Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. The assesament of all property, real and
valdityor s~ personal, in the late counties of Monongalia and Kandi-

all other purposes as now appear on the duplicates of
those eounties, and now in the hands of the county audi- -
tor, for the consolidated counties of Kandiyohi, are hereby
declared to be legal and valid.
